The reaſon why Womens Beauty is © 
fuch force, that it overcomes men, is that the 
Senſe belng roo much faſtned upon it, doth 
not only (as if it gazed upon an Object + 
dove its ſtrength) remain dazled with the 
Rays thereof, but reaſon it ſelf is darkned, 
the Heart is fettered, and the Will by Love 
made a Priſoner. 

Having diſcourſed thus much of Beanty in 
General, we will now deſcend to the par- 
ticulars of Beauty, and demonſtrate their force 
in cauſing Love. For there is not any that 
loves, but there is ſome particular part, either 
in form or condition, which pleaſeth moſt, 
and inflameth him aboye the reft.
